Did you feel the earthquake in St. 
Louis Sunday night? 

That there was an earthquake short- 
ly before 11 p. m. séveral persons have 
assured Post-Dispatch reporters. It was 
not such a shock as to rattle dishes in 
cupboards and shake silent window 
cashes into sound, but it caused at 
least one young woman to jump out 

bed and get ready to run. 

“I had retired and was sound asleep,’ 
said Miss Mary Wicks of 4305 Laclede 
avenue, ‘‘when I was awakened sud- 
denly by a rocking motion of my bed. 
It felt just as if I was in a sleeping 
car on a moving train. I think it was 
a few minutes before 11 o'clock.” 

“T jumped out of bed and found that 
the floor also was rocking, something 
like a raijroad coach. The peculiar 
movement lasted only a few seconds. 
It increased in violence and then slow- 
ly died down. My landlady felt it 
also."’ 

A citizen living at Twelfth street’ and 
Shenandoah avenue telephon the 
Post-Dispatch that both he and Qe 
distinctly felt the quake. 

Several persons in different parts of 
the city called up the Weather Bureau 
Monday morning and asked about the 
s@ismic disturbance, but Observer Bur- 
rows informed them that earthquakes 
are not exactly in the weather line and 
he had no record of it. 

Not Shown on Barometer. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter. Mr. Bur- 
rows said that the barometer apparatus 
in the bureau which records the air 
pressure sometimes indicates earth- 
quakes by the movement of the pin on 
the trace sheet. but Surday’s night’s

so recorded. 

At. Grafton, Ill., the shock was felt by 
several persons. It is reported from 
Mason City, Ill, that nearly all the in- 
habitants felt the tremor and about a 
(thousand persons were on the streets 
shortly afterward discussing the dis- 
turbance. Springfield also reported a 
slight shock. ca 

The quake was felt s lightly in Belle- 
ville, but only by persons who were 
lying down. Several who had gone to 
bed before the tremor arrived report 
that they experienced a vague’ Pullman 
berth sensation, upper or lower not 
specified. The sensation did not last 
long enough for the porter to come 
around for his tip.

A party of Wabash officials returrfed 
to St. Louis from Alton Monday with 
accounts of a thrilling hour they spent 
on the Illinois River Sunday afternoon 
on Charles W. Nugent's gasoline launch, 
Theotiste, when the propeller snapped 
off and the boat was left at the mercy 
of a storm. For a time the storm looked 
as if it would be serious enough to 
wreck the boat.

At the point where they lost the pro- 
peller the Illinois River is five miles 
wide because of high water. Owing to 
darkness caused by a heavy black cloud

The party had started out from Al- 
ton at 10 a. m. Sunday for a day of fish- 
ing, and they made leisurely progress 
up the Illinois River. Suddenly, while 
the boat was above Six-Mile Island, 
63 miles above St. Louis, there was a 
jolt and, although the engines operater! 
at full speed, the boat made no prog- 
ress. Looking over the stern, Mr. Nu- 
gent saw that the churning of the wa- 
ters at the stern had ceased and he 
knew the propeller. had broken off. 

“Tt.was very exciting for a time,”’ said 
Mr. Nugent to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday; “‘then we sent out a wireless 
C QD. It wasn’t the Marconi kind. 
but it was just as effective. 

“The Vagabond saw our signals of 
distress and came to our rescue. It took 
her four hours to tow us back to Al- 
ton.”’ 

This is the second storm which has 
menaced the Theotiste -vithin the last 
week. The launch was blown from its 
moorings in the cyclonic wind at Alton 
last Monday and carried down the river 
several miles. It was not damaged.

JEFFERSON CITY,. Mo., July 1%.— 
Gov. Hadley and State Auditor Gordon 
have determined to abolish an old cus- 
tom permitting the board of managers 
of the various State institutions to draw 
large sums of money for their biennia! 
appropriations. Hereafter, they will all 


be limited to what is required for each 


calendar month and for no quarter 
Will they be permitted to draw more 
than one-eighth of the total appropria- 
tion, or more than half the appropria- 
tion for new buildings. 

It has been suspected that local banks 


were behind the move to draw money 


in excess of what was required for 
monthly expenses. 

The Governor and Auditor held con- 
ferences today with representatives of 
these institutions and informed them of 
the steps taken. Some of them evident- 
ly were not pleased. Pay rolls must 
henceforth be made up at the end of 
each month and certified to the Auditor, 
when the latter will draw a warrant on 
the State Treasurer for the amount 
required and the latter will issue a 
check to the treasurer of each institu- 
tion. 

An advantage of the new system is 
that the State will receive interest on 
every cent .of surplus funds on hand 
from month to month. 

Still another advantage will be a uni- 
form system of bookkeeping for these 
institutions.

ANDLERS WUT 


Every St. Louis Egg Looks} , 
Out for Itself Since Inspec- 
tors Strike. 


The egg candlers of St. Louis are on 
a strike because their employers refuse 
to shell out $3 more a week. The union 
candlers’ scale is .ow $15 a week. The 
candlers want $18. They have pointed 
out to their employers than a person 
can't feather his nest on tess than the 
wages asked. 

There are 3% ogg candlers needed to 
scrutinize the eggs St. Louis uses—about 
2500 cases, containing 30 dozen each,. 
daily. These 8% egg candlers are em- 
ployed by 15 commission houses. 

The duties of egg candlers are to ex- 
amine into the respectability of all can- 
didates for the egg part of “ham and.’ 
This is done by holding an electric light 
behind an egg while the candler sits in 
a small dark room. If the egg isn’t re- 
spectable there are signs by which the 
candler can tell that fact. The candiler 
also grade eggs with regard to size and 
other, qualifications. A candler handles 
20 or 25 cases a day. 

At the A. C. Mann Commission Co. 
offices a Post-Dispatch reporter was told 
that the strike was pretty general. 

“Our candléers are not out, because 
we've always paid more than the union 
scale,”’ it was said there; “but with 
one or two exceptions all the union 
candlers are on a strike. The egg 
candlers-ure very useful men and no one 
but a skilled man can do the work.” 

After a meeting of the St. Louis Ege 
Cardlers’ Union it was announced tha: 
the candiers would lay idel until their: 
demands were granted. The candlers 
say they don’t want to crow over them- 
selves, but that they think they are 
needed badly enough to expect a victory.

The banquet was held Sunday night at 
2 South Eighth street and the arrests 
were made at lo. South Eighth street. 
There was an indirect connection be- 
tween the dinner and the raid. The 
good Chinese, who gave the dinner, 
wanted to show the polic heads that 
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they were sincere in their opposition to 
the bad Chinese. The 23 were gambling. 

Assistant Policeman Long Gee, Sing 
Fung and Leo Wing, appointed Satur- 
day, sat at the banquet and then as- 
sisted in the roundup. The arrest of 


the 23, of course, means that the bad 


Chinese must “‘skidoo.’’ 

Chop sticks were laid for a hundred

Laird Liked the Food. 


“We enjoyed the dinner immensely,”’ 
Col. Laird said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday, ‘‘and I ate a very hearty 
meal, I suppose it.must have been a 
good meal, for I feel all right this 
morning. The banquet was arranged 
through Mr. Husman, who said the re- 
form Chinese were very anxious to get 
in tcuch with the Police Department. 

“There are about 250 members of the 
association, and they are mostly of the 
young, progressive element. They are 
very bright chaps, too, with snappy 
eyes, and sharp as tacks. Many of them 
made speeches. Some spoke English. 
Those who spoke Chinese were loudly 
applauded by the guests, Our speeches 
also seemed to make a hit. How in 
Shuck, I suppose, translated them for 
the Chinese. We don’t know what he 
said, but the Chinese applauded vigor- 
ously, and seemed to enjoy. the talk. 

“Mr. Teichmann, who sat next to the 
interpreter, learned six Chinese words 
and tried to make a speech in the Ori- 
ental tongue. I fear he performed sad- 
ly, with that limited vocabulary, but to 
me it sounded like very fair Chinese.

~JAMATEUR AVIATOR be 
WITH CURTISS AEROF 











: om the New York 
By MSacan of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 19.—So dazed, ap- 
parently, by his flight in air that he 
forgot how to control the machine, Al- 
exander Williams of this city was 
dashed 60 feet to earth near Mineola, 
L. I., with the aeroplane in which 
Glenn H. Curtiss had made his record 
flight on last Saturday. 

Williams’ left arm was broken above 
the elbow and his left thumb was frac- 
tured. The machine, which turned up- 
side down, was smashed so badly that 
repairs will take a week or ten days. 
The accident. followed a spectacularly 
successful demonstration of thé soar- 
ing abilities of the aeroplane, in which 
Curtiss ascended 300 feet and made the 
machine perform beautiful, bird-like 
evolutions. 

Prior to Williams’ disaster, Charies 
F. Willard of Brooklyn, made his maid- 
en efforts as an aviator and flew be- 
tween 300 and 400° yards at an altitude 
of 10 feet. The flight was in every way 
a successful one. 

It was apparent that Williams was 
under an intense strain. His face was 
white and drawn. To the parting in- 
structions of Curtiss he simply nodded 
his head in dumb acquiescence. 

Curtiss Anticipated an Accident. 

The little flyer is a peculiarly sensi- 
tive mechanism, and the way it jogged 
and teetered over the rough stubble in 
its long preliminary run of 300 feet in- 
dicated the amateur operator was nerv- 
ous. Disaster seemed forecast to the 
practiced eyes of Curtiss and his head 
mechanician, Tod C. Scriver. The latter 
turned to Curtiss and groaned, ‘‘She’s 
done for, Glenn.”’ 

Williams hung limply in his seat. He 
seemed stupefied. He had been strictly 
enjoined not to move the rear rudder, 
but the aeroplane had scarcely leaped 
off the earth when he did just that for- 
bidden act.

Fall Was Lucky One. 

Instead of shooting straight down, it 
turned about in a spiral. It struck the 
ground within a few yards of the spot 
whence it had taken flight. The front 
elevating plane was the first to touch | 
and splintered like a match. Driven 
around by the whirring propeller, the 
left ends of the main planes next 
smashed against the ground and the 
taut wires snapped. Still moving v2- 
der the impetus of the propeller, the 
machine pitched over and the rear rud- 
der snapped. Finally, wrong side up, 
the aeroplane settled on the ground. 

In spite of its position, however, the 
motor continued to purr at full speed 
and the knifelike propeller churned 
around at 2400 revolutions a minute. ; 
Had Williams been within the sweep of 
its blades, they would have cut up his 
body as a buzz saw would have done it.

TRAGIC figure new to the Amer- 
A ican drama was born on the Subur- 

ban stage last night when Wilton 
Lackaye appeared as Manasse in “New 
Lamps and Old,” translated from the 
Roumanian of Ronetti Roman by Oscar 
Leonard and now produced for the first 
time in this country. 

It is the firure of the Pp 
brew of Israel’s orthodoxy, 
to follew his people into the new world- 
field of racial union and the obliteration 
of creed-lines, dies of 4 broken. heart 
when his Hebrew granddaughter be- 
comes the wife of a Christian.

So far as the problem itself is 
concerred, it is solved in a manner 
which points to the ultimate disapper- 
ance of “‘the peculiar people’ as such 
from a world in which they have stood 
apart, unyielding and of undiluted blood, 
for so many centuries. 

Manasse an Impressive Figure. 

This is a big theme, and Ronetti Ro- 
man has properly embodied in the fig- 
ure of old Manasse what may be called 


the Mosaic protest against the elimina- 


tion of Jewry as one of the logical re- 


sults of the wiping out of inherited an- 


tagonisms of national and religious 


origin. 

Himself a Jew, Roman seems to voice 
his own convictions through the lines 
placed in the mouth of Leila Cohano- 
vici, the Jewish girl who gives herself 
to a Gentile, when he makes her ds- 
Clare that love must take the place of 
all hereditary hate, and that Jewish 
women in particular must be foremost 
fn establishing the sway of this new 


dispensation. : 
Loyally, however, he presents the older 


argument on this point, the contention 


of the orthodox Jew that the children 
of Israel must forever exist as Jews, 
ané the venerable Manasse, the incarna-

especially great and poignant moments 
in this playing—moments of genuine 
tragedy that reach out and grip the 
heart of those who follow truly the 
story’s significance, 


One of these moments is found when 
the old Jew hears for the first time of 
his granddaughter’s flight to the arms 
of a Christian and gives utterance to 
an inarticulate cry of overwhelming 
grief, reproach and desolation in racial 
disgrace. 

The other is when, appealing to the 
girl's father, his son, for the exercise 
of an established Jewish parental au- 
thority that shall command the girl 
back to her own people, he learns that 
tho father himself in reality sanctions 
her marriage to a Gentile, and‘that his, 
the grandfather's, death will remove the 
only obstacle to the nuptials. 

At this, te him, appalling discovery, 
Manasse’s heart breaks and, with fin- 
gers helplessly to his throat, he dies in 
piteous defeat and heartbreak. : 

Up to those moments Mr. Lackaye has 
led us with astonishing reticence, réfus- 
ing through three acts to overemphasize 
hig role. It is not until nearly the close 
of the third act that the first of these 
“big’’ moments arrives, and it is but an 
Mmstant before the fall of the last cur- 
tain when comes the second. 

Until then we have seen in Manasse 
merely a patriarchal old Hebrew of 





kindly but stubborn soul, whose rigid 
adherence to the faith of his fathers 
was apt to be embarrasing to his chil- 
dren at times, yet was tolerated through 
affectionate regard for ‘old-fashioned 
prejudices.”’ 


Suddenly, however, in the play’s dra- 
matic culmination, the figure of Ma- 
nasse takes on its true aspect of great 
tragedy—and then and there Mr. Lack- 
aye sounds with tremendous effective- 
ness the long-delayed keynote of the 
role. 


Story Demands Mananse’s 
Emphasis 

It igs in this delayed deiertaniey for 
the completion of the Manasse picture 
that the play’s only defect lies, as 
seemed to become evident in its playing 
last night.

‘‘gags.’’

ENFORCE THE LOBBYIST LAW. 

The determination to prosecute lobbyists who 
fail to comply with the law requiring them to 
file statements of their remuneration and ex- 
penses deserves commendation. This provision 
and the one requiring the registration of those 
who undertake to influence legislation are 
wholesome requirements. It has no purpose to 
prevent the exercising of argumentative powers 
before legislative committees, but it provides for 
publicity. 

The people are entitled to know about such 
activities and who is engaged in them. There is 
no declaration or assumption that lobbying is 
always illegitimate or undesirable. It may be 
one or both or neither of them. But it is de- 
clared that persons seeking to influence legisla- 
tion should make themselves known, acknowledge 
their employers and account for their expendit- 
ures. Unhappy experiences pointed the neces- 
sity for such a law. It is a good law. It should 
be enforced to the letter not less as a precedént 
than as a deterrent force. The more light thrown 
on the lobbyist the less opportunity for the lobby 
to accomplish the corrupt jobs which have 
disgraced the State Legislatures in the past. 
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It’s a great tariff victory for Taft. The 
rate on coal, which we don’t import will be 
reduced from 67 to 45 cents a ton, and the rate 
on common cotton cloth goes up 127 per cent. 
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HOW WE GET RESULTS. 
The flight of the Curtiss aeroplane, keeping in 
the air for fifty-three minutes with a speed reach- 
ing fifty miles an hour, gives the inventor stand- 
ing with the Wrights, who succeeded the now- 
forgotten inventor of the Santos-Dumont era in 
temporary pre-eminence. With the American 
spirit of experiment now beginning to work fully 
on the aeroplane, those who wish to see for 
themselves why any inventor’s pre-eminence 
must be only temporary, can try for themselves 
an experiment which will be simple, cheap and 
convincing. They will need as apparatus for it 
only a filing hook and a pair of scissors. By buy- 
ing the Post-Dispatch daily, they can clip and 
file on the hook each day, every news item in it 
which shows what is being done and attempted 
with aeroplanes of all kinds in this country and 
Europe.

But at last when on 
man puts the finishing touch to the work an 
perfects that of all the rest, we give him the final 
credit. He alone remains pre-eminent.

Riverman’s View on — 
To the Editor of the Post- -Dispatch. 

Ten inches of water on the floor, sesiatiiei the levee, 
shut off from our mills and the manufacturing part 
of our establishment closed, prompts me to answer 
many questions that are propounded to me by dit- 
ferent parties. Knowing of my experience of 20 years 
on the Mississippi and its tributaries; the question 
they ask is, ‘‘Why does the river overflow as it 
does, and what can be done to confine it within its 
banks?” How few people know that the Mississippi 
River originally had nine mouths, and when these 
Outlets were free there were no levees and scarcely 
ever an overflow that caused great damage. These 
mouths commenced #0 miles above New Orleans. The 
first one is Atchafelia; this mouth makes its way 
into the lakes and on down te Vermillion Bay from 
the mouth of the Red River. Then there is Lafouch, 
Plackomine and Manshack. .The_latter empties into 
Lake Ponchartrain. Atchafelia is partly stopped up, 
Plackomine and Lafouch likewise. This was done 
to free the rich valley land along their way for 
cultivation. Gen. Jackson stopped up Manshack [6 
kéep the British from coming through that way 
into the river above New Orleans. Mr. Eads to 
perfect the jetties, stopped up four of the mouths 
where it empties into the gulf so as to concentrate 
the current through the jetty maintaining a chan- 
nel. Before all this was done the river scarcely 
overflowed to do any damage. Nature had provided 
very short ways for the emptying of this mighty 
river into the gulf, by means of the lakes on the 
right hand bank on down to Vermillion Bay, Pon- 
chartrain Lake on the left through Manshack. These 
mouths being stopped up how could you expect this 
river to empty its water, and on top of this the 
Government hag partially damned it up by means 
of dikes and mattresses a mile or so apart for hun- 
dreds of miles. These dikes and this work has never 
helped the channe)] one bit, except at certain places, 
causing shoals at others; washing one farmer's 
farm into the river and saving another, causing, of 
course, the river to overflow generally, destroying 
millions and millions of dollars’ worth of property 
along its banks. This, with stépping up the mouths 
of the river, has brought its bottom up higher and 
higher. The remedy is te open these mouths and 
have the Government remove these many partial 
dams that they have obstructed the flow of the! 
river with, allowing it to cut its own channel and 
empty the great surplus of water into the sea ag it 
did 6 years ago.

Charles O, Pratt, the street car men's 
strike leader, who won recently the 
Philadelphia fight, has declared that no 
town is safe where the car men get less 
than 83 cents an hour. As few traction 
companies pay this rate there are a lot 
of communities which have street rail- 
way troubles brewing for them. Even 
the workmen themselves de not know 
his plans until they are fully completed. 
Between strikes he is constantly on the 
go between cities and towns, organizing 
and studying local conditions. Only three 
months each year does he spare to his 
wife and children at their home in Ohio. 
His fights are for recognition of the 
unions and tncreased wages, and in se- 
curing these he has been géneraliy suc- 
cessful, In Butte, Mont., for instance, 
he won for the men 45 cents an hour, 
which {fs the world’s high record for car 
men.

Many Shells Smashed by Drift 
or Swamped by Steamboats 
in Practice Work. 








Unless St. Louis oarsmen finish train- 
ing in a hurry for the annual regatta 
of the Southwestern Amateur Rowing 
Association, to be held on the Missis 
sippi River at Cliff Cave Saturday and 
Sunday, they will not have any boats 
to row in. 

While out for a practice trial Sunday 
afternoon, the North End Rowing Club 
barge crew got in the rollers of a pass- 
ing steamboat and in the twinkling of 
an eye the boat was broken almost 
completely in two and the seven men 
were struggling in the water. The men 
were all able to swim in. The accident 
happened near the Merchants’ Bridge. 
It is hardly possible that the barge can 
be repaired in time for the regatta. 

Wolf and Thompson were out in the 
Mound City Rowing Club junior double 
Sunday afternoon. They hit a.log of 
considerabie dimensions. The whole bow 
of their boat was torn away, but they 
reached shore with their shell, because 
of the airtight compartment in_ the 
stern. 

Joe Loepping and Harry Floerke, tw» 
Mound City single scullers, were work- 
ing out on the river Sunday afternoon 
when the windstorm and heavy rain 


came down, about 4 o’clock. They had 


the hardest kind of a battle to keep 
from being swamped. 

Saturday Henry Suerig, another Mound 
‘City oarsman, while out on the river, 
had a narrow escape from drowning. 
He was in a single which struck the 
iron pier near the elevator at the foot 
of Madison street. All that is left of 
the shell is toothpick material. Suerig 
is a powerful swimmer.

If he had not been he would have 
drowned in the whirling eddies near the 
shore at the point where the accident 
occurred. 

While unleading the new double in 
which Henry Langenning and Johnny 
Joachim of the Westerns won at Ottum- 
wa, Io., it was dropped and badly 
smashed tp. It is thought that it can 
be repaired in time. 

At the Mound City Rowing Club the 
shells have to be kept on the second 
floor because of the flood. 

The Western barge crew and Oscar 
Wolf, single sculler from the same club, 
were out for a run Sunday afternoon. 
They kept to the middle of the river, 
but were busy dodging debris. 

Unless the river falls and the drift- 
wood clears out there will be some ex- 
citing times during the races Saturday 
and Sunday. The oarsmen wil] be so 
anxious te win that they will not pay 
as careful attention to drift as they do 
in practice trials.

Mrs. Brown led the woman to a pew, 
thinking that perhaps her devotion had 
overcome her; but there it was observed 
that the aged woman’s eyes were open, 
and that she could see plainly. She 
cried with joy, as she declared she could 
see as well as when she was a young 
girl.

Campania says he will 
take the boy’s body back to Vechen 
when he dies.

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FAULKNER DIES 
EMIS’ PLAN 


Family Kept Police Custodian 
From Learning of Effort. 
to Depose Him. 





POWER BEHIND THRONE 


A , 


Influence, Vast During For- 
mer Administration, Waned 
Under Folk Regime. 


The body of Dr. William R. Faulk- 
ner, for 10 years custodian of police 
property, was taken Monday from his 
former home, 4637 Laclede avenue, to the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral at Seventeenth 
and Locust streets, where it will Me in 
state until 2 p. m. Tuesday, the hour set 
for the funeral. 

Col. John A. Laird, president of the 
Police Board and a high official of the 
Scottisch rite consistory, will have 
charge of both the police and Masonic 
arrangements for the interment in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. 

Dr. Faulkner, who was 68 years old, 
died of diabetes at his home Sunday 
night. He had been ill three months, 
and had been confined to his bed for 
a week. 

Members of his family did not permit 
him to see newspaper accounts of pro- 
jected changes in the Police Department, 
and he died, it is believed, without 
knowing that a plan was under way to 
depose him. 

Power Behind Throne. 

At one time Dr. Faulkner was regard- 
ed as the most powerful individual in 
the Police Department. During the ad- 
ministration of the Hawes Police Board 
he wielded tremendous influence, and 
was looked upon as the “power behind 
the throne.’’ In addition to his strong 
personal following in the department, 
he was a mighty force in Democratic 
city politics. 

To him was given credit for many of 
the physical improvements in the police 
accessories of St. Louis. He was an 
architect and builder, as well as a cap- 
able executive officer, and he himself 
drew the plans for all of the modern 
police stations built in St. Louis in the 
last decade. ; 

He joined the department in 1873 as 
head of the police veterinary service, 
und for 36 years he held the title “Su- 
périntendent of Police Stables.”’ ‘Ten 
years ago the scope of his position was 
greatly broacened, and he was made 
custodian of.police property. 

The duties of this office brought him 
into personal contact with hundreds of 
persons who had business with the de- 
partment and made him acquainted with 
every man on the police payroll. In 
questions of poiitics and frequently in 
questions involving police administra- 
tion, his word was law. 

Influence Waned Under Folk. 

He retained this supremacy of in- 
fluence until the beginning of Folk’s ad- 
ministration as Governor, when a new 
board was appointed. 

His efficiency as a manager of the 
police property was recognized, even 
under the “reform’’ administration, and 
while every effort was made to clip his 
political wings, it was not even sug- 
gested that he be dropped from the rolls. 
‘A strong argument urged in his favor 
was that he saved the city and State 
thousands of dollars by drawing the 
plans for needed improvements, and 
that, but for his skill in that line, large 
sums of money must have been paid to 
architects and building supervisors. 

Before the last municipai election Dr. 
Faulkner was mentioned as Democratic 
nominee for Mayor, but he was de- 
feated in the convention by William F. 
Woerner. He is survived by his wife 
and three sons and a daughter. 

He was a member of Keystone Ma- 
sonic Lodge, Moolah Temple, the Royal 
Arcanum and the Odd Fellows.
